"We have always said we 


don't want to impose a political 
solution on Vietnam, that it's up 
to the Vietnamese to decide," a 
U.S. spokesman said. 


A Saigon government commu- 


nique issued after Thieu's meet- 
ing with the ambassadors wel- 
comed moves to bring an early 
end to the war "in justice and 
freedom," 


It said the allies had agreed to 


remain "in constant consulta- 
tions on any points of substance 
or decisions" which might arise 
in the talks with Hanoi.

in nearby Swampscott. "Tony is 
going to rest around home for a 
month before his next appoint- 
ment with the doctor." 


Billy Conigliaro, 20, is expect- 


ed to play for the Red Sox' farm 
club at Pittsfield in the Eastern 
•League this season. Kid brother 
'Richie attends Swampscott High 
School. 
. Tony signed with the Red Sox 
for a reported $20,000 bonus in 
September, 1962. He spent one 
yeW in the low minors, at 
Wjellsville of the New York-Penn 
League, and moved up to the 
Red Sox as a 19-year-old rookie 
in.

The well known Ozark folk- 
iorist Otto Ernest Rayburn, writ- 
ing back in the early 40's, be- 
moaned the fact that: "The aver- 
age Ozarkian does not realize 
the value of his heritage to him- 
self and to the world, and is mak- 
ing no serious attempt to guard 
against the Inroads of Twentieth 
'Century civilization." 


Rayburn, who was deeply at- 


tracted to the stalwart, indepen- 
dent, old-time pzarker, was con- 
cerned that the arts and crafts 
of 'the hill courijtry would be'lost 
to 
modern* .convenience. He 


wrote: "The Killsmari is losing: 
his .distinctive,traits and is be- 
coming a drab, standardized 
American." 


Today, a quarter of a cen- 


tury later, many of Mr. Ray- 
burn's fears can be allayed; 
many of the modern day prodigy 
of the early Ozark settlers are 
taking steps to not only preserve 
the crafts and lore of their fore- 
fathers, but also to "showcase" 
their heritage in a series of folk- 
lore and craft carnivals. 


One of the largest and most 


authentic of these folk events is 
the annual Arkansas Folk Festi- 
val and Craft Show held each 
spring at Mountain View, the 
county seat of Stone County, Ar- 
kansas,, 


It would be hard to imagine a 


more perfect setting to display 
the talents and Ingenuity of the 
Ozark region than is found in 
the picturesque town of Moun- 
tain View and the nearby Timbo 
Valley In the spring. The sur- 
rounding hills are festooned with 
the pastel blooms of dogwoods 
and redbud trees, as local mer- 
chants dress their show windows 
with antique furniture, primitive 
tools and Indian artifacts. Tens 
of thousands of visitors pour in- 
to the usually quiet mountain vil- 
lage to enjoy the many events of. 
fered during the three-day festi- 
val, 


A real carnival spirit is gen- 


erated as the visitors mill around 
viewing the displays; visiting the 
craft showj or listening to the 
impromptu performances which 
erupt on the courthouse lawn as 
impatient local musicians break 
into a spontaneous hoedown, jig, 
or old-time "ballet," These un. 
scheduled performances provide 
a preview of the more formal but 
no less spontaneous musical ses- 
sions held on Friday and Satur- 
day nights at 7 and 9:30 by the 
Rackensack Society 


and will give an insight into the 
ingenuity of the early pioneers 
whose survival without outside 
assistance depended upon their 
ability to utilize the products of 
a "bountiful nature." The early 
hillman had to depend upon his 
farm and nearby woods not only 
for his food, but also his cloth- 
ing, tools and shelter. 


The 
Guild 
members 
are 


limited to native materials in 
producing their products and 
many utilize the old-time methods 
and skills of their parents In mak- 
ing their homecrafts. 


Weaving, carving, shucking, 


basketry and pottery-making are 
just a few of the skills that will 
be demonstrated. Bonnets from 
gingham and,calico;,.character 
dolls with dough or apple faces; 
hand-carved tools and novelties; 
hand painted pictures and wood- 
pretties will be among the items 
presented for sale. 


The early hill people produced 


their crafts out of necessity and 
few items were sold; the market 
was many days travel away. To- 
day, the market comes to the 
craftsmen as folklorlsts seek the 
unspoiled homecrafts developed 
In the self-sustaining past age.' 
The domestic 
crafts such as 


soap making, geese plucking, 
shingle riving and crosstie hew- 
ing, spinning, and hominy mak- 
ing, are actually demonstrated 
at the "Ole-timey crafts show" 
at nearby Timbo.

was Martin Luther King Jr. 


To the guilt-ridden he was a 


bedeviling reminder that at this 
late stage of human develop- 
ment the Negro still rides steer- 
age. 


To the well-meaning but anx- 


ious, he was the potential spark 
that someday might ignite a ra- 
cial explosion in this country, 
one that could be set off as 
much by a man speaking words 
of nonviolence as by the most 
militant blood-and-guts thunder- 
er. 


But perhaps most of all, King 


looked like a last chance. 


The Negro leaders of just a 


decade ago somehow seemed 
outdated 
and suddendly old. 


They spoke a language of a 
less-pressing time, of a day 
when 
the 
Negro 
movement 


inched along fitfully and count- 
ed Its blessings for every inch. 


Ahead loomed a new breed, 


terribly menacing to all but a 
small minority of Americans. 
The 
revolutionary

they speak reeks of violence. 
There appears no room for 
blessings.

ed past and a fearful future, 
stood King, appealing with an 
eloquence rarely matched in our

LBJ's Advisers Split 
in Assessment of the 
Prospects for Pence

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson's top advisers are 
split 
between 
hopeful 
and 


gloomy assessments of the pros- 
pects for successfully negotiat- 
ing a peace settlement with 
North Vietnam. 


The pessimistic mood is be- 


coming stronger here as offi- 
cials have time to recover from 
the rapid explosion of • events 
since last Sunday and take stock 
of the underlying realities. 


The greatest concern arises 


from the view of some experts 
that President Ho Chi Minh and 
his top officials may have mis- 
calculated President Johnson's 
intention in stopping much of 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
and calling Sunday for talks on 
ending the war. 


The most optimistic assess- 


ment is based on a belief that 
the 
North Vietnamese 
have 


been badly hurt in the intensive 
fighting that developed at the 
start of their general offensive 
in South Vietnam at the end of 
January. 


According to this view they 


took very heavy casualties with- 
out achieving their major objec- 
tives and now face a deteriorat- 
ing situation.

Base Siege 
Lifted by 
the Enemy

SAIGON (AP) - The siege of 


Khe Sanh has been lifted, a sen- 
ior U.S. officer said today, al- 
though late this afternoon tte 
spearheads of the big relief 
force was still nearly a mile 
from the 6,000 Marine defenders 
of the combat base in the north- 
west corner of Vietnam. 


"We've moved out and taken 


territory. The basic concept of 
the enemy besieging Khe Sanh 
is over," the senior officer said. 


"There's no particular value 


in a hookup. They're within a 
kilometer and a half o* each 
other. It would be no effort to 
march together and to shake 
hands. The important thing now 
is that we're moving and we 
have other objectives." 


•With the 20,000-man relief 


force of Marin'es anil air caval- 
rymen bearing down on Khe 
Sanh from three sides, a 500- 
man battalion of Marines on 
Thursday ventured farther, out- 
side the two square miles of for- 
tress than any Leathernecks 
had since it was taken under 
siege 76 days ago. 


The Marine battalion occupied 


a hill two miles southwest of 
Khe Sanh for the night and 
then was attacked before dawn 
by about 400 North Vietnamese. 
The Leathernecks drove off the 
attack, reported the enemy left 
93 bodies in the barbed wire 
around the night camp, and said 
Marine casualties were ex- 
tremely light. 


It was the heaviest fighting of 


the five-day-old operation to 
open Highway 9, the only over- 
land supply route to Khe Sanh, 
and relieve the bale.

A white man was stabbed to 


death in the midst of violence in 
Washington, and a Negro died 
of stab wounds in New York, al- 
though it was not known if the 
latter death was related to the 
violence. 


A white youth died in a fire at 


Tallahassee, Fla., which police 
said was started by a firebomb. 


Scores were injured, including 


about 50 in Washington, and 
several score in New York. 


Two Negro students of Missis- 


sippi Valley State College at Itta 
Bena, Miss., were wounded by 
pellets from shotguns fired by 
highway patrolmen 
trying to 


halt 300 student marchers. Po- 
lice said shots had been fired 
from the crowd. 


Snipers used guns and bows 


and arrows against police on the 
campus of Florida A, & M. Uni- 
versity at Tallahassee, but no 
policemen were hurt. 


Tallahassee Mayor Eugene 


Berkowitz and another city offi- 
cial were treafe$ for minor cuts 
after rocks guttered,.the win- 
dows of their car. 


In Detroit, ,two policemen 


were shot and wounded as they 
patrolled a Negro section, but 
that city escaped the street vio- 
lence that erupted elsewhere. 


In Memphis, where King died, 


police shot and critically wound- 
ed a man they said had been 
caught behind a store with a ri- 
fle. 


More than 90 persons were ar- 


rested in Memphis and a like 
number 
in New York, 
and 


scores in other cities in the 
midst of the violence. 


As word of Dr. King's death 


spread through Memphis, Ne- 
groes in scattered areas looted 
stores, stoned police and fire 
trucks and threw fire bombs. 
The violence continued today. 


National Guard troops were
